2. The present application does not meet the requirements of 
Article 33(1) PCT because the object of Claim 1 is not 
novel as defined by Article 33(2) PCT. 

Document Dl describes (the references in parentheses 
refer to this document) a locating device, in particular 
a hand-held locating device, for detecting objects 
enclosed in a medium (according to the abstract) , having 
a housing (according to Figure 1 [11]) and at least one 
sensor system provided in the housing (according to 
Figures 1 through 4), as well as an opening penetrating 
the device (according to Figure 1), it being possible to 
illuminate the opening in the measuring device by at least 
one light source provided in the measuring device 
(according to Figure 9 and column 6, lines 30 through 40) . 

3. Dependent claims 2 through 12 do not appear to contain 
any features which, in combination with the features of 
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any claim to which they refer, meet the PCT requirements 
with regard to novelty or inventive step (see Documents 
Dl, D2 and the corresponding text passages mentioned in 
the search report) . 
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
